A sad conviction! It takes more than banners in these days to 
induce populations to rally with enthusiasm; rather must emperors 
hdopt the Bolshevist method and iirouiisc burst in^' dinner pails and 
division of riches if they are to secure the support i>f their peoples. 
The old langnage is no longer spoken ; people no longed conduct them, 
selves as in "The Prisoner of Zendii" ; tlw monarchist habit has been 
broken up— except for the monarelis ! Ami tiierein lies the pathos of 
the situation. Of all the people in lluni4.iry, jx riiaiis Charles is the 
only one who could not appreciate that the old phrases like "liege 
lord,'' which were never more than conventions, have even ceased to 
be that, and become utterly without meaning 

A picture worthy of remembrance is furnished by the account of 
Charles' meeting with the Regent. Going to the palace and changing 
to the uniform ol' a c u. ral, the cniixTur sent the imperious demand ; 
"I want to see Admiral llorthy. Send him to me." To which the 
Regent responded that he wa»the head of the state and would obey 
summons from no one. And even then, apparently. Charles could not 
appreciate the true value of the situation, for when he at last met the 
Regent he pinned an order to his breast at the very moment when 
Ilorfhy was explainini; u'ently hut firmly that he could not hand over 
power even to Charles, But, it is recorded, "Horthy accepted tiie 
croH." Maer irony than that we have not yet observed. — Baltimoiv 
News.

French military experts, backed by the Englisii, advised against 
the rash enterprise, "nie French, in particular, felt very strongly 
that Kemal was a power tn be ricl;r)iied with. So inueh did they re. 
spect him that they not only agreed to retire from Ciliea, which they 
held for exploitation, ,but they also returned to the Turks a big slice 
ol Northern SjTia, with n number nf important eentrrs. 

But the Greeks refused to listen to any monitory words, find 
pushed on toward Angora ,amiouneuig that they would hold the ea|i- 
ital of the Nationalists in their hands in a few short weeks.

The 
wliole army has lieen eompelled to retreat. 

It is the siimc old agelong strn^'ple which has kept the two races 
and the two religions in turmoil and murderous strife for so many 
generations- 

The fiieeks, unless the Allies are false tn their nwti avowals and 
ere secretly supplying them with military and financial aid, have not 
the rcRonrces essential for a long war, and may find, if they appear 
to be siieeeeding, that they are facing not only the Tnrk^ but the 
liuasians. 

The whole region in which these operations are stages is a maira- 
zine which mav explode and involve Europe onee more in a terrible 
conflagration. 

The question arises, what is the function of the League of Na- 
tions? It is repotted to be a going concern. It was organized, pre- 
Humptively, for just such a crisis. So far it has mnde its existence 
known only by absolute quiescence, and might, so far as appearances 
indieate, be deaf, dumb and blind. 

However, if the United States was only a member, somfthini;

In order to do service 
to the greatest advantage I wish to 
establish a wider and better organized 
co-operation with the tradi? and com- 
mercial associations, and will in a 
sluiri time present some plans td tliis 
end. 1 want to see our efforts to push 
our foreign commerce moso closely re- 
lated to our Industries. This sort ot 
enlarged activity is within the orig- 
inal purpose ot the department, and 
requires neither legislation nor bur- 
dsn upon taspayen. This is no time 
to ask tor appropriationa to undertake 
new work. It is thne to search for 
economy and reorganisation for etfect- 
Ive expenditure on essentials, the re- 
duction ot non-essentials, and the 
ollmination of duplication. 

"Outside of voluntary measures, the 
only immediate extension of service 
lies in securing greater internal elB- 
clency In which 1 am certain all the 
bureaus potn. The future ot the de- 
partment in Its abilities to meet the 
needs of our industries and trade must 
await the thorough reorganteatlon of 
the whole eseoutive macblnerq, now 
being vigorously undertaten by Con- 
gress. The need ot It, both In econ- 
omy and to secure more definite pur- 
pose In government departments, does 
not need ilemonstration. 

"The i;reat (Konuiiiie ililliiniltios tliat 
wo inherit from tlie war :ire obvious 
enough ami they einpluisi;-!' tlii^ neces- 
sity (if beter governmeniai machinery 
1.1 assist in their solution. Their final 
remedy must rest on the initiative of 
our own people— the rate ot recovery 
can be expedited by greater eo-opera- 
tta tB tke eommnnity and with the 
BUBVBlty by the government and 
this department and the whole govern- 
ment wishes to assist wherever it can 
to tslmulate and assist this co-opera- 
tion. 

"In the long run, we may as well 
realize that we must face a lower 
st.indard of living in Kurope many 
years ahead. The production costs of 
her people will In consequence be low- 
er than even before the war. If we 
meet this competition and still main- 
tain our blgb standards ot living we 
will have to word harder; we will 
have to ellaiinate waste; we will need 
to atlO fMtktr taHprare ov praeeesss, 
oar Mwr ratattOBshlp, and bvslnssa 
methods."
